D. C<—Our greatest national problem is the apparent ap» 
coacbint shortages in producing capacity for steel, airplanes, possibly 
itar lor automobiles, certainly now for explosives cannon and many les- 
ar munitions. Nobody can expect "business as usual" Military and naval 
«edi mutt nave an absolute right-of-way. 


But that principle must not be permitted to ride 


roughshod over civilian necessities or to avoidable 
shattering of our economic system unless these sacri- 
fices are the only, way—especially if they are a worse 
way—to attain our real end, which is the quickest and 
the greatest concentration of our men and metal at 
every threatened point. 


There is another principle which is very apt to be 


forgotten among defense executives under constant 
fire of criticism and staggering responsibility for par- 
ticular results with none responsible for the combined 
result It is that maintenance of civilian morale is of 
equal or greater importance as compared with the 
maintenance of military morale. 


Modern war is not merely a matter of battles be-

tween armed forces. It is, to an equal or even greater 


iefree, a death struggle between economic systems—entire nations mo- 
)i|ized for war from the most remote farm or factory to the actual battle 
iae. Employment must be maintained, prices stabilized, hardships mini- 
nlzed to the full extent that this is possible without reducing military 
lift naval progress—and especially if this is possible with an effect of 
nereasing that progress. 
. It is easy and spectacular to say 
bat the way to increase available 
nilitary and naval steel is to in- 
:rease steel mill capacity, that the 
vay to increase available military 
lircraft is to stop the production of 
•ivilian transport planes and the 
vay to motorize infantry divisions is 
o.take all automotive truck produc- 
ion to equip the army.

J tcnlion to push legislation to set up a 


••• state pension system for state employes 
:• in Wisconsin. There is no i cason to doubt 
r his word, and therefore an examination 
' of the probable cost of such a system to

the Wisconsin taxpayer is timely. 


The least that can be said of such a 


,- 
program is that it will be costly, how cost- 


' 
jy no one knows exactly. We have heard 
estimates from $400,000 to $500,000 for the 
iirst state budget, which if borne out, 


• 
make the proposal one of the most im- 


• 
v portant financial suggestions to be put be- 


fore the new legislature. 


But we have the testimony of the Wis- 


consin State Employes association itself, 
the union which has worked for a re- 
tirement system for several years. 


Statistics compiled for the last ses-" 


sion of the legislature showed that there 
were 340 employes in state service be- 
tween 64 and 70 years of age. There were 
160 employes between 70 and 75 years of 
age. and 55 over 75 years of age." 


Thus it is shown that there are 215 


persons over 70 years of age working for 
the state. But Governor Heil wants them 
to retire on pension at 65, so that there 
will be more than 550 men and women 
immediately eligible for retirement ben- 
efits under any law which is enacted. 


Now no fair-minded person will re- 


fuse to see the unfairness in the present 
system, when employes of private enter- 
prise are covered by the social security 
act, when many local government em- 
ployes are protected by ^special retire- 
ment systems, and when many industrial 
and business employes, in addition, can 
look forward to independent retirement 
benefits provided by their employers, but 


: 
_when state employes have no pension 


' prospects. 


. 
( But the financial implications of a 


state retirement program are so impor- 
tant that it is the duty of the state ad* 
ministration to proceed 
carefully 
and 


slowly. One of the factors which they 
must consider, for example, is a pending 
bill in congress which would amend the 
social security act to provide coverage 
for public employes. 


If the federal government's retirement 


program, is enlarged to cover state and 
local employes, there will be no need to 
set up a new pension system in the capi- 


. tol, with a heavy overhead expense and 


the constant danger of tampering by fu- 
ture legislative politicians.

of distribution. That is, it can regulate the-kind 
of planes' a manufacturer can make and who 
shall get them. 


This j$s important, but far from the whole 


story. For an equalljr"important iriorities 'prob- 
lem, that of .production, u totally untouched by 
the board. In other words the board is not at- 
tempting to control the supply of essential raw 
materials.

The old board also started out by setting up 


priority controls only over distribution. By the 
summer of 1918 the mistake was realized anc 
the loophole plugged, but not without the los 
of vital time. 


This lesson was^ot lost on the army and 


navy, and after the war, industrial mobilization 
plans provided for-a complete priorities con 
rol covering both faw materials and distribu 
tioh. 


Today army officers connected with the job o 


ndustrial mobilization privately are much dis- 
urbed about the situation. Some gloomily fore 
see a grave crack-up in defense production un 
ess, immediate corrective-steps are taken. Be 
cause of the' lack of centralized authority in the 
defense set-up—the key weakness—these officers 
are keeping their mouths closed. But under cov- 
er, there is considerable resentment, which nat 
urally doesn't improve the already none-too-cor- 
dial relations between the-army and te defense 
commission. 


Greatest army feor'is a shortage in strategic 
res such as chroraet, manganese and tungsten 
vhich already are below the two-year emergen- 
cy reserves laid down by the joint munitions 
board. 


The army's worry has been heightened by the 


war in Greece, which constituted our chiei 
chrome supply, together with Jugoslavia and 
Turkey, both sitting on the Balkan powder keg. 


Chrome imports are below the reserve ton- 


nage requirements set by the munitions board 
and with steel output steadily mounting, it will 
be only a relatively short time before we get a 
chrome shortage, which would cause chaos in 
the machine tool industries. 


Should industry start competing for alloys, 


there will be trouble. Ore reserves are jealously 
guarded trade secrets. Only the munitions 
board knows the size of stocks on hand. But 
lacking authority, it can do nothing about 
either conserving or allocating them. 


And the defense priority board leaves the 


question wide open and the defense program 
headed for grave trouble.

The In- 
jections, in the hands of a physician 
skilled in the technique—and not 
every doctor who Undertakes^ to 
treat hernia by injection Is proper- 
ly qualified by instruction under a 
master of the method—are practi- 
cally oainless; at least most patients 
complain little or not at all of the 
discomfort of the treatment.

24,000 examinees chose to 
send 


their answers to me for grading. On 
this question, less than 3,000 escap- 
ed demerits, with the correct an- 
swer, "pass." Approximately 12,000 
examinees felt that South's hand 
was worth a rebid to two no trump 
after North mentioned two spades; 
3,000 voted for three spades or three 
hearts or three diamonds; and the 
rest (almost 7,000!) stuck out their 
necks with a jump to three no 
trump! 


It is perfectly obvious that the 


people who carried the bidding fur- 
ther ignored, either by choice or 
oversight, the great significance of 
North's previous pass. Good* play- 
ers (presumably including North) 
do not "back and fill" in the same 
situation; they do not, without good 
reason, change their minds about 
he value of their hands. If North 
did not have the strength for a raise 
or take-out on the first round, noth- 
ng happened subsequently to im- 
prove their holding. His present 
wo spade bid (after a rebid by East 
and a pass by you) is obviously an 
effort to outbid the opponents for 
a part-'score. 
Realizing from the 


bidding that you have a good hand

It is not necessary for 
the children who live on the block 
with the school to wear as much 
clothing as the children who live at 
the far side of the district Children 
who travel in a heated bus will not 
need as much protection as those 
who walk a couple of miles. All 
these factors and the school condi- 
tions must be considered, but even 
then try to keep the whole business 


as impersonal as possible. The chil- 
dren wear the clothes and if they 
insist on something that seems ri- 
diculous to you investigate before 
you issue mandates. You may be 
wrong; maybe you are right. Better 
make sure. 


When the cold weather outfit is 


selected mark each piece. Use a lin- 
en tape, plainly marked with the 
child's full name. Initials will not 
help m time of trouble. Sew that 
label firmly on to the cap, the coat, 
the sweater, each mitten, each rub- 
ber. You have no idea how much 
two sweaters can look alike, and 
how certain two boys can be that 
the sweater belongs to each of them. 
A pinch clothes-pin carried in the 
pocket to pinch the'pair of rubbers 
together saves a lot of worry. It is 
these little things that make the 
difference between good manage- 
ment and bad, a comfortable .day or 
an unhappy one.

tigation of Illinois Democratic cam- 
paign fund secrets kept in a mys; 
terious "little black book'' was un- 
der way today as the aftermath of 
a federal grand jury's indictment of 
two midwestern power corporations 
and three executives on political 
slush fund conspiracy charges. 


O. John RoRgc, assistant United 


States attorney general in charge 
of the three-month utility investi- 
gation, disclosed the existence of 
the elusive ledger which had been 
sought by a legislative investigating 
committee since F. Lynden Smith, 
former stale public works director 
and patronage chief of the late 
Governor Henry Homer's adminis- 
tration, committed suicide in a hos- 
pital bathtub last March. 


An immediate investigation of 


contributions 
and disbursements 


which government attorneys said 
were recorded by Smith in the "lit- 
tle black book" was promised by 
State's Attorney Alfrca H. Green- 
ing, newly-elected Republican pros- 
ecutor of Sangamon county, who 
looked over the record in Roggc's 
office late yesterday.

ment of three other fair trade prac- 
tice codes, although the court had 
ruled specifically on only the bar- 
ber's code.

ed the casualness of the reception 
given that action by the tradesmen 
afected by the code as evidence 
that the pressure for price fixing 
legislation in those trades has slack- 
ened, and that it may be that the 
next legislature will not be pressed 
to reenact such regulations.

"farming out" defense" manufactur- 
ing orders was proposed today by a 
defense commission official as the 
only way to speed up defense pro- 
duction. . 


Morris L. Cooke. consultant to 


Sidney Hillman, labor member of 
the commission, told a press con- 
ference that recent 
studies dis- 


closed useful plant 
facilities and 


supplies of skilled labor existed in 
many communities. 


"Farming out" he defined as a 


method of/ub-contracting not prac- 
ticed in normal times, in which 
small plants might fabricate com 
plete parts or reform only one or 
two operations in the fabrication 
To make it practicable, pooling of 
facilities was necessary, he said, 
and this could be accomplished only 
through community organization. 


Such 
a program, Cooke 
said, 


would spread defense orders through 
a large number of plants not now 
receiving them, and might lead to 
ultimate greater diversification cf 
industry throughout the country.

Washington— Wisconsin agricul- 


tural surpluses may yield unlooked- 
for profits, due to an important de- 
velopment in national defer/e. 


For despite grimaces from big oil 


interests. Uncle Sam is casting a 
hopeful eye on gasoline blended 
with alcohol (from surplus 
farm 


products) for motor fuel. 
' 


The new substitute would not 


greatly diminish profits for the oil 
men. defense officials point out. for 
large increases in the sale of gaso- 
line, resulting from the prepared- 
ness program, arc expected to con- 
tinue. 


At first, however, oil interests 


said the production of such a sub- 
stitute was not feasible. When the 
defense commission refuted 
this, 


these same interests hastened 
to 


point out to congressmen the many 
services rendered by gasoline sta- 
tion attendants. 


Legislation now before the house 


interstate commerce committee and 
expected to be rcintroduced in Jan- 
uary if time prevents consideration 
this session, is designed "to conserve 
petroleum resources and increase 
the use of agricultural commodities 
by regulating interstate commerce 
in certain petroleum 
products." 


Wisconsin congressmen plan to lend 
strong support to this bill which 
would make shipment in interstate 
commerce of nonblcndcd motor fuel 
an unlawful act. 


Government chemists report that 


"every thing that Is soil grown, es- 
pecially corn, can be distilled into 
industrial alcohol." 
Other crops 


mentioned are apples, sugar beets, 
barley, .rye and oats. 


Wisconsin farmers could grow all 


the corn, for instance, they wished 
if this plan is adopted, since gov- 
ernment estimates show that the 
cultivation of 32,000,000 acres would 
be necessary if corn be used to pro- 
duce a 10 per cent blend. These fig- 
ures arc based on the fact that 24,- 
000,000,000 gallons of gasoline are 
now used for motor fuel in this 
country each year. 


The use of this blended gas is not 


an untried venture as it has met 
with success not only in Germany 
but in 20 other countries. 


Increasing discussion is heard In 


Washington about the ncceoSity for 
conservation of our petroleum de- 
posits. While there is no immediate 
shortage of gasoline predicted, gas- 
oline is indispensable to defense, 
and it may become necessary to ex- 
port more than the normal amount, 
it is pointed out.

More often than not Dr. Millis 


works with a pipe in his mouth. He 
learned this thirty-odd years ago 
when he began going to labor 
meetings 
in 
Chicago and 
the 


smoke was so thick that he had to 
make some of his own self-defense. 


He keeps farm hours of rising, 


though not of going to bed. His con- 
centration is intense. All his life he 
has worked 
with refractory ma- 


terial, for labor problems are so full 
of the contradictions of human na? 
ture that only by a superhuman 
effort can they be reduced to sim- 
ple statements. 


Dr. Millis believes in a normal 


forty-hour working week, on the 
practical ground that longer hours 
are not onljj a strain on the worker 
and deny him necessary recreation 
but that they are not productive. 
He would make an exception in 
emergencies, as he stated in an in- 
terview the other day. For himself 
a forty-hour week would probably 
seem sheer trifling. He likes work. 
It is fun. It is literally a hobby with 
him. 


As he expects to put in long 


hours himself, he has little sym- 
pathy with willful 
shirkers. To 


study under Dr. Millis, or to serve 
with or under him, is to make the 
job in hand the main purpose in 
life. This is not because he is 
driver. It is because he assumes in 
others the same keen interest and the 
same sense of rsponsibility he has 
himself. He couldn't do a sloppy 
job if he tried. His conscience is as 
big as a barn and as insistent as an 
alarm clock. 


Just as he works back through 


printed material till he comes to 
the statistics and then is entirely 
happy, so in his field studies and 
contacts he keeps going till he gets 
at the actual facts, human, mechan- 
ical and organizational, back of in- 
dustrial situations. His long years 
as an arbiter in the clothing indus- 


ry in Chicago have probably made 
um an authority without peer-in 
Lhat arena. Whether or not he could 
make a suit of clothes, he certainly 
knows how they are made, the cost 
of materials and operation, the rela- 
tive advantages at a given time of 
lime-work and piece-work, and the 
margin of profit. He also knows the 
personalities, employers and labor 
leaders alike. 


Armed With Facts 


Armed as he is with solid facts, 


tie is an arbiter and conciliator 
whose decisions both sides are dis- 
posed to accept He talks the langu- 
age of the trade, which all con- 
cerned readily 
understand. He 


wastes no time in generalities. The 
question he invariably 
asks is 


whether a given demand, a stated 
grievance or a proposed contract 
is reasonable in light of the con- 
ditions at a given time in a given 
shop or industry. He does not de- 
pend entirely on the testimony of 
official witnesses. He goes to see 
for himself. 


One hunts for words to describe 


the precise quality in Dr. Millis 
that inspires absolute confidence in 
every one who has to deal with 
him. His appearance gives an ink- 
ling of it. He is of powerful build, 
tall, with a firm jaw and a determ- 
ined, humorous mouth, with a stea- 
dy, kindly gaze that has a tendency 
to draw out the truth from even 
the most reluctant testifiers. The 
humor of his mouth and the kindli- 
ness of his eyes are authentic, des- 
pite a certain bearlike aspect which 
he sometimes puts on for the ben- 
efit of lazy students or others who 
waste his time and exhaust his pa- 
tience. 


He is no apologist for labor when 


it goes wrong, nor for the employ- 
er, either, when he- goes wrong. 
"Racketeering by union leaders," 
he told reporters in Chicago the 
other day, "usually appears in con- 
junction with, racketeering by em- 
ployers. It is possible only where 
the business men permit it to exist. 
Racketeering appears, too, in cases 
where labor leaders are too close- 
ly political leaders, who all too fre- 
quently have racketeering ideas of 
their own."

Washington—As President Roosevelt has left Washington to spend two 


weeks in the Caribbean, it is not likely that any big decisions regarding 
the critical situation of Great Britain will be made during his absence. 


They may come soon after he returns, however. These decisions can't 


be delayed much longer. England ha* to know quite soon whether we in- 


tend to do anything more than we are now doing— 
which is not enough to enable her to win. 


Possibly President Roosevelt has gone away at this 


time in order to think it through. He may have decid- 
ed, as he has in the past when perplexed and confused, 
that the time had come to get away from the frees 
and take a look at the forest. 


On any other basis, it is difficult to understand why 


he would leave the country at this time. 


England is being mercilessly battered* Southampton 


is only the latest in the series of critical wounds. Eng- 
land's ports are being shattered one by one.. Her war 
industries are being smashed daily. 


We are not speeding up our shipments sufficiently 


to compensate lor these losses and to enlarge Eng-

land's fighting strength at the same time. To talk

ANCIENT OBEEK8 


In indent Greece an iattrettinc 


kind of dock was employed. It was 
called a "clepsydra," a word pro- 
nounced like "KLEP-sih-druk" 


The name "dep8ydra*came from 


the Greek language. It mean* "I 
hide water." The invention was an 
early form of dock, the beat kind 
known until a few centuries ago. 
It was better than the sundial be- 
cause it would work at night as 
well as when the sun was shining. 


The ancient Romans, as well as 


the Greeks, had depsydras, or 
"water docks." one form of Ro- 
man dock had maiTis to show 12 
hours 
of night and 12 hours of 


daylight In other words, it was 
a 24-hour dock. 


If we go back far enough, we 


find an early kind of water dock 
which told time in a simple way. 
Water dripped out of a small hole 
in the bottom of a bowl or tank. 
When it was all gone, a period of 
an hour or more had passed. 


That, however, 
was not good 


enough to please people. They did 
not always want to be forced to 
have someone 
watch the water 


clock and fill it up as soon as it 
became empty. 


Clever men found 
a way to 


make the dripping very slow. With 
the help of a small "drum." they 
made a hand turn, and the hand 
went from one hour to another. 


In the 24-hour clock, there was 


a tank which was kept filled with 
water. From this tank the 
water 


flowed through a small tube into 
a funnel. 


The funnel was mostly blocked 


up, and only a little of the water 
could pass through it at a given 
time. The rest was carried away 
by another small tube. 


The water which dripped through 


the funnel went into a glass jar. 
Very, very slowly it filled the jar. 


As the water rose in the jar. the 


cylinder rose. It forced a "piston" 
above it to move a cogwheel. 


As the cogwheel turned, it made 


a hand turn. Each time the hand 
moved from one marking to an- 
other, it meant the passing of an 
hour. 


When -water clocks of this type 


were in use, there were np minute 
hands. The only way a person 
could tell about the minutes was 
to estimate the position 
of the 


hour-hand between markings. 


Water clocks were used not only 


in ancient times but 
also during 


the Middle Ages in Europe. They 
had a place in human life 
from 


the fall of the Roman empire un- 
til after Columbus sailed 
across 


the Atlantic.
